Provo  citizens  attending  a  public 
hearing  Tuesday  night  indicated  that  a 
mass  transit  system  in  the  Provo-Orem 
area  is  needed  but  also  expressed 
concern  about  how  the  system  will  be 
funded. 

The  hearing  was  called  by  the  Provo 
City  Commissioners  to  discuss  the 
possibility  of  creating  a  public  transit 
district  for  the  Provo-Orem  area. 

Robert  Kunz,  Mountainland 
Association  Transportation  planning 
engineer,  told  those  attending  the 
hearing  that  there  are  four  options 
possible  for  the  funding  of  the  transit 
service. 

The  transit  district  could  take 
advantage  of  federal  funds  available 
under  the  Urban  Mass  Transportation 
Act  of  1974,  he  said.  This  would 
provide  80  per  ceht  of  the  money 
needed  for  capital  improvements  and  50 
per  cent  of  the  system’s  operating 
expenses. 

These  federal  funds  amount  to 
$544,760.  The  share  of  the  money 
needed  from  the  local  community 
would  amount  to  $192,440,  Kunz  said.

Kissinger  returned  to  Washington  at 
mid-afternoon.  Other  sources  in  the 
Capital  confirmed  that  the  Pershing 
would  be  capable  of  reaching  most  of 
the  major  targets  within  the  boundaries 
of  Israel’s  hostile  neighbors. 

Meanwhile  Wednesday,  Congress 
withdrew  its  barriers  to  the  sale  of  500 
Hawk  anti-aircraft  missiles  to  Jordan.  A 
resolution  against  that  deal  died  in  a 
House  committee,  and  in  the  Senate, 
Republican  Clifford  P.  Case  of  New 
Jersey  said  he  and  other  opponents  were 
now  satisfied  with  President  Ford’s 
assurance  that  Jordan  would  use  the 
missiles  only  for  defensive  purposes. 

Shortly  after  those  developments. 


Undersecretary  of  State  Joseph  Sisco 
told  reporters  that  “We  will  go  ahead 
with  the  sale.” 

Kissinger  insisted  at  his  news 
conference  that  “There  is  not  a 
commitment”  to  give  the  Pershing 
missiles  to  Israel. 

A  day  earlier.  President  Ford  told 
reporters  only  that  the  Pershings  were 
on  Israel’s  “shopping  list.” 

But  U.S.  and  diplomatic  sources  said  a 
memorandum  of  understanding  reached 
between  Kissinger  and  Israel  during  the 
secretary’s  Middle  East  shuttle  last 
month  provided  for  giving  “a  positive 
response”  to  Israel’s  requests  for  the 
Pershing,  new  F16  fighter  planes  and 
other  weapons. 

Kissinger  did  not  specifically  deny 
that,  saying  instead  that  the  United 
States  has  not  yet  “agreed  to  supply” 
the  missiles.

The  local  share  could  be  raised  by  a  two 
mill  property  tax. 

The  second  option  would  be  a 
one-fOurth  per  cent  sales  tax,  which 
would  raise  $750,000.  This  amount  is 
enough  to  permit  the  transit  district  to 
fund  the  system  without  federal' 
involvement,  Kunz  remarked. 

Another  means  for  funding  the 
system  would  be  creating  a  special 
service  area  designated  by  the  city.  A 
tax  similar  to  a  mill  levy,  would  then  be 
assessed. 

As  a  fourth  option  Kunz  mentioned 
that  the  transit  district  could  contract 
with  a  private  operator  to  run  the 
system. 

In  response  to  questions  about  the 
federal  funding,  Kunz  said  “that  federal 
funding  is  our  money  and  we  should  try 
to  get  some  of  it  back.”  He  explained 
that  the  only  strings  attached  to  the 
money  would  involve  assurances  that 
handicapped  and  elderly  people  would 
be  served  and  that  the  federal 
government  would  receive  its  80  per 
cent  return  on  the  resale  value  if  the  bus 
service  were  discontinued. 

Fred  Wagner,  a  citizen  of  Orem, 
expressed  the  feeling  representative  of 
many  in  the  meeting.  He  said  that  the 
city  should  not  rely  oh  outside  federal 


funding  and  that  the  transit  system 
should  be  a  comm.unity  effort. 

Several  community  organizations  also 
appeared  at  the  meeting  to  express 
approval  for  the  mass  transit  system. 
The  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Provo  League  of  Women  Voters,  the 
Seniors  Over  Sixty  Organization  and  the 
Utah  County  Community  Services 
Agency  all  endorsed  the  idea  of  a 
Provo-Orem  mass  transit  system. 

City  Commissioner  Wayne  Hillier  said 
Provo  would  wait  to  pass  on  the 
proposal  until  Orem  City  holds  its 
public  hearings  next  week.  He  also  said  | 
he  wanted  an  opportunity  to  hold  a 
joint  meeting  with  the  other 
commissioners. 

Mass  transit  has  been  an  issue  in  Utah 
County  since  1973  when  a  study  was 
conducted  of  public  transportation 
service  here. 

In  a  special  election  held  last  year, 
Utah  County  defeated  a  proposed 
county-wide  bus  service. 

Kunz  said,  however,  that  the 
Provo-Orem  area  showed  favorable 
response  to  the  proposal  in  that 
election.  Provo  favored  the 
transportation  idea  with  a  59  per  cent 
margin  and  Orem  with  a  49  per  cent 
margin. 


Judge  mulls  theft  rule 


A  Provo  city  court  judge 
has  taken  under  advisement  a 
motion  to  dismiss  burglary 
and  theft  charges  against 
Donald  Pasborg,  31,  of  Salt 
Lake.  The  charges  stem  from 
the  loss  of  artifacts  valued  at 
nearly  $1  million  from  the 
Hutchings  Museum  of  Natural 
History  in  Lehi. 

Judge  E.  Patrick  McGuire 
said  he  would  rule  within  10 
days  on  whether  to  bind 
Pasborg  over  to  Fourth 
District  Court  for 
arraignment. 

James  Barber,  a  Salt  Lake 
City  attorney  for  Pasborg, 
asked  the  charges  be 
dismissed  on  the  grounds  that 
a  search  warrant  used  by 
police  to  search  Pasborg’s 
home,  where  a  map  of  the 
museum  allegedly  was  found, 
went  “beyond  the  scope  of 
search  and  therefore  is 
inadmissable  evidence.” 

“There  has  been  no 
evidence  presented  to  show 


that  Donald  lightfooted  any 
of  the  goods  himself,”  Barber 
said. 

Referring  to  the  map, 
which  was  allowed  by 
McGuire  to  be  entered  into 
evidence  during  a  Wednesday 
preliminary  hearing.  Barber 
said  “no  one  knows  for  sure 
how  the  map  got  there  or 
who  drew  it.”

Two  sculptures  will  be  presented  to 
BYU  at  10  a.m.  as  a  Centennial  gift 
from  the  student  body. 

“Windows  of  Heaven,”  a  30-foot  shaft 
of  steel  and  multi-colored  stained  glass, 
and  “The  Tree  of  Wisdom,”  an 
arrangement  of  uniquely-shaped  vertical 
planes  will  be  presented  to  Pres.  Dallin 
H.  Oaks  by  ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie  at 
the  sculpture  sites. 

“Windows  of  Heaven,”  by  artists 
Francis  P.  Riggs,  is  located  at  the  south 
end  of  the  pedestrian  mall  between  the 
Engineering  and  Technology  Building 
and  the  Widstoe  Building. 

“The  Tree  of  Wisdom,”  by  artist 
Frank  Nackos,  was  erected  just  north  of 
the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library  on  the 
east-west  pedestrian  mall. 


Acquisition  of  the  two  art  pieces 
began  in  April  1974  when  over  40  LDS 
artists  from  across  the  nation  were 
invited  to  submit  models  and  sketches 
of  their  work  to  express  the  centennial 
theme:  “Love  of  God,  Pursuit  of  Truth, 
Service  to  Mankind.” 

The  entries  were  reviewed  by  the 
University’s  art  acquisition  and  display 
committee,  augmented  by  10  members. 
In  addition,  the  models  were  examined 
by  a  lay  committee  of  students,  faculty 
and  administrators  who  gave  their 
recommendations.  The  gift  package  was 
then  approved  by  a  senior  class  gift 
committee,  the  student  executive 
council  and  the  university 
administration.

Israeli  veto  on  PLO  in  folks?  speeds  recovery

The  United  States  has  secretly 
pledged  that  Israel  will  have  a  veto 
over  participation  of  the  Palestine 
Liberation  Organization  at  future 
Arab-Israeli  peace  conferences  in 
Geneva,  the  Jerusalem  Post  said 
Wednesday. 

The  English-language  daily’s 
Washington  correspondent  said  a 
secret  “memorandum  of 
agreement”  gives  Israel  veto  power 
over  any  additional  participants  at 
Geneva. 

The  Post  said  the  memorandum 
was  a  bilateral  agreement  signed 
Sept.  1  by  Foreign  Minister  Yigal 
Allon  and  Secretary  of  State  Henry 
A.  Kissinger,  in  connection  with  the 
new  Israeli-Egyptian  pact. 


A  spokesman  for  the  Israeli 
Foreign  Minister  declined  to 
confirm  or  deny  the  existence  of 
the  memorandum.  But  he  said  the 
Israeli  government  has  “the  very 
decisive  right”  to  decide  whether 
additional  parties  are  invited  to 
future  Geneva  peace  talks. 


—The  United  States  “will  make 
every  effort”  to  see  that 
negotiations  at  the  Geneva 
conference  “will  be  on  a  bilateral 
basis  between  Israel  and  the 
individual  Arab  states.” 


Meanwhile,  the  PLO  issued  a 
statement  rejecting  President 
Anwar  Sadat’s  charge  that  the 
Palestinian  command  was  being 
manipulated  by  the  Soviet  Union.

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP)  -  North  and  South 
Vietnam,  vetoed  as  prospective  U.N.  members  by  the  United 
States,  are  appealing  their  cases  to  the  General  Assembly. 

Their  bid  comes  up  first  in  the  assembly’s  25-nation 
steering  committee,  which  holds  its  first  meeting  tonight. 

To  become  a  U.N.  member,  a  country  must  first  get  the 
recommendation  of  the  Security  Council  and  then  the 
approval  of  the  General  Assembly.  Because  the  council  on 
Aug.  6  refused  to  consider  South  Korea’s  membership 
application,  the  United  States  on  Aug.  .1 1  vetoed  the 
applications  from  both  Vietnams. 

In  a  statement  at  the  time,  U.N.  observers  Dinh  Ba  Thi  of 
South  Vietnam  and  Nguyen  Van  Luu  of  North  Vietnam  said 
they  were  sure  the  General  Assembly  would  “demonstrate 
the  strong  support  of  the  great  majority”  of  U.N.  members 
for  their  admission  and  refer  the  question  back  to  the 
council. 

Shortly  before  the  assembly  began  its  three-month  annual 
session  Tuesday,  they  asked  that  their  petition  be  put  on  the 
assembly’s  agenda.  Since  all  the  big  powers  are  members  of 
the  steering  committee,  it  seemed  certain  to  become  an  issue 
between  the  United  States  and  China  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

Even  if  the  committee  recommends  against  the  Vietnamese 
appeal,  the  Communist  countries  can  muster  a  large  majority 
to  bring  the  matter  to  the  assembly  floor  and  to  get  the 
assembly  to  appeal  to  the  council  to  reconsider  the 
membership  applications.  But  the  United  States  would 
undoubtedly  continue  to  block  them  in  the  council  unless 
the  Communists  agree  to  let  South  Korea  in.

Teachers  end  a  week-long  strike  in 
financially  strapped  New  York  City  today 
and  prepare  for  today’s  resumption  of 
classes  for  1.1  million  public  school  pupils 
under  a  contract  that  cuts  class  time  90 
minutes  a  week. 

The  pact  was  grudgingly  accepted  by  the 
teachers  and  already  is  the  subject  of  parent 
protests. 

Teachers  voted  10,651  to  6,695  to  accept 
a  compromise  settlement  Tuesday,  but  some 
of  the  city’s  65,000  teachers  accused  United 
Federation  of  Teachers  president  Albert 
Shanker  of  “selling  out.”  Shanker  called  the 
new  two-year  contract  one  which  “nobody 
likes,”  but  he  added,  “We  have  gotten  the 
most  we  can,  given  the  fiscal  situation  in  the 
city.” 

Local  school '  boards  and  many  parents 
voiced  strong  opposition  to  provisions  that 
call  for  cutting  class  time  for  pupils  by  an 
hour  and  a  half  each  week. 


schools  in  the  New  York  archdiocese  went 
on  strike  Tuesday  after  negotiations  broke 
down.  A  similar  walkout  has  been  in  efeect 
in  the  Brooklyn  diocese. 

Other  teacher  strikes  continued  in 
communities  in  Delaware,  Washington  state, 
California,  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts, 
New  York  state.  New  Jersey  and 
Pennsylvania. 

New  York  City 

In  New  York  City,  teachers  gave  up  their 
demands  for  a  25  per  cent  pay  hike  in  the 
face  of  the  city’s  brinkmanship  with 
bankruptcy.  But  they  held  out  for 
maintenance  of  class  size  maximums  set  in 
previous  contracts  and  won  reinstatement  of 
2,400  of  the  4,000  regular  teachers  laid  off 
because  of  a  $230  million  budget  cutback. 

The  teachers,  who  now  6arn  from  $9,700 
to  $20,350  annually,  will  receive  a  $300  cost 
of  living  increase;  those  with  10  to  15  years 
service  will  get  a  $750  longevity  increase  and 
those  with  more  than  15  years  $1,500.

Final  offer 

The  Chicago  School  Board  on  Tuesday 
made  what  it  called  a  “final  offer”  to 
striking  teachers  of  a  $24  million  package 
that  reportedly  would  include  a  3  per  cent 
pay  hike.  Robert  M.  Healey,  union 
president,  termed  the  offer  “unacceptable” 
but  expressed  encouragement  that  at  least  an 
offer  was  being  made.

U.S.  arms  sales  to  Turkey 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
new  drive  for  House  approval 
of  renewed  U.S.  arms  sales  to 
Turkey  is  being  mounted  by 
members  who  fear  an 
anti-American  backlash  in 
Turkish  elections  next 
month. 

The  first  step  was  House 
International  Relations 
Committee  consideration 
today  of  a  $  185-million  arms 
deal  authorization  that  the 
House  rejected  in  July. 

The  committee  also 
planned  to  hold  more 
hearings  on  the  new 
Israeli-Egyptian  peace  accord. 

Congress’  approval  of  the 
commitment  of  American 
technicians  to  monitor  the 
Sinai  peace  accord  may  be 
delayed  two  weeks  by 
demands  by  key  House  as 
well  as  Senate  members  for 
more  details  on  all  U.S. 
pledges  involved  in  the 
accord. 

The  committee’s  senior 
Republican,  Rep.  William  S. 
Broomfield  of  Michigan,  said 
approval  of  the  Turkish  arms 
sales  is  need  to  prevent  a 
heavy  anti-American  backlash 
in  the  midterm  Turkish 
Senate  elections  Oct.  12. 

Such  a  backlash  would 
make  even  more  difficult  the 
Cyprus  peace  negotiations 
that  prompted  Congress  to 
cut  off  all  U.S.  military  aid 
and  arms  sales  to  Turkey  in 
the  first  place,  Broomfield 
contended. 

Before  the  committee  was  a 


compromise  bill  to  release 
$185  million  worth  of  arms 
sales  Turkey  already  had 
arranged  before  Congress  cut 
off  the  aid  effective  last  Feb. 
5. 

The  aid  was  cut  off  because 
of  Turkey’s  use  of  U.S. 
weapons  in  violation  of 


American  laws  in  the  invasion 
and  occupation  of  Cyprus. 

The  bill  also  would 
authorize  President  Ford  to 
recommend  additional 
military  sales  tied  strictly  to 
Turkey’s  needs  for  fulfilling 
her  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization  responsibilities.

Both  yellow  fever  and  encephalitis  are 
caused  by  an  arbovirus.  There  are  more  than 
250  types  of  arbovirus  transmitted  by  biting 
insects,  mainly  mosquitos  and  ticks.  Birds 
serve  as  sources  of  infection  for  mosquitos, 
which  then  transmit  the  infection  to  horses 
and  other  domestic  animals,  and  to  man.. 
Illnesses  involving  the  central  nervous  system 
that  are  transmitted  by  insects  include 
meningitis  and  encephalitis. 

Another  problem  area  concerns  rickettsial 
diseases;  these  are  diseases  marked  by  fever 
and  caused  by  rickettsias,  microorganisms 
somewhere  between  viruses  and  bacteria. 
They  are  transmitted  by  the  human  body 
louse,  the  rat  flea,  the  wood  tick,  the  dog 
tick,  the  cattle  tick,  the  chigger  and  the 
mouse  mite. 

The  anopheles  mosquito  transmits  the 
world’s  oldest  recorded  disease,  malaria.  It 
has  been  found  as  far  north  as  Archangel, 
Russia,  and  as  far  south  as  Cordoba  in 
Argentina. 

The  CDC  has  counted  287  cases  of  malaria 
in  the  United  States  this  year.  But  all  were 
imported  by  travelers  who  developed  the 
symptoms  of  malaria  after  reaching  this 
country.  There  have  been  1 3  cases  of  plague, 
mostly  in  the  West,  a  disease  transmitted 
from  rodents  by  the  flea.  Yellow  fever  is  no 
f  longer  a  problem.

Demo  wins  in  N.H.  race 


CONCORD,  N.H.  (AP)  - 
Democrat  John  A.  Durkin 
says  his  smashing  victory  in 
New  Hampshire’s  Senate 
runoff  is  a  rejection  of 
President  Ford’s  economic 
policies  and  a  warning  to 
Congress  to  get  to  work. 

“We  have  sent  a  message  to 
Washington  and  1  hope  they 
listen,”  the  39-year  old 
Durkin  told  jubilant 
supporters  in  Manchester 
Tuesday  night  as  his  margin 
over  Republican  Louis  C. 
Wyman  swelled  past  the 
20,000-vote  mark. 

The  combative, 
wisecracking  former  state 
insurance  commissioner,  who 
will  become  the  Senate’s 
62nd  Democrat,  pledged,  “I 
am  going  to  stand  up,  1  am 
going  to  speak  out  and  I  am 
going  to  rock  the  boat  in  a 
responsible  manner  until 
Washington  starts  listening  to 
the  people  again.” 

The  decisive  Durkin  victory 
came  in  the  unprecedented 
rerun  of  the  closest  Senate 
election  in  the  nation’s 
history  and  gave  this  once 
solidly  Republican  state  two 
Democratic  senators  for  the 
first  time  since  1855. 

Both  the  turnout,  more 
than  240,000,  and  the  margin 
of  Durkin’s  victory  exceeded 
the  pre-election  forecasts  of 
both  parties. 

Unofficial  returns  from  all 
of  the  state’s  299  precincts 
gave  Durkin  140,273  votes, 
or  54  per  cent;  Wyman 
1 1 3,0044,  or  43  per  cent;  and 
Carmen  Chimento  of  the 
American  party  8,853,  or  3 
per  cent. 

In  the  original  election  last 


November,  three  different 
tallies  produced  three 
different  outcomes,  with 
Durkin  and  Wyman  each 
polling  more  than  110,000 
votes  and  Chimento  just 
1,372. 

Feuding  New  Hampshire 
Republicans  had  united 
behind  the  58-year-old 
Wyman,  who  noted  that  in 
addition  President  Ford  had 
“put  his  name  on  the  line”  by 
staging  an  11-hour,  118-mile 
motorc^e  through  the 
southern  part  of  the  state  in 
his  behalf  last  Thursday. 

When  the  votes  were 
tallied,  however,  Durkin  had 
improved ‘his  showing  just 
about  everywhere,  doubling 
his  earlier  margins  in  the 
cities  of  Manchester  and 
Portsmouth  and 
demonstrating  increased 
strength  in  normal  ly 
Republican  towns. 

“The  people  have  spoken,” 
said  the  disappointed  Wyman. 
“I  accept  it  in  the  spirit  of 
the  majority  way.” 

He  said  he  didn’t  think 
New  Hampshire  voters 
“would  elect  an  organized 
labor  candidate,’  added  he 
didn’t  know  why  he  had  lost 
and  declared  the  outcome 
“indicates  that  next  year’s 
general  thrust  of  politics  is 
going  to  be  the  left  of 
center.” 

His  campaign  manager, 
California  political  consultant 
George  'Young,  said  the 
controversy  over  Wyman’s 
role  in  arranging  a  1972 


Nixon  campaign  contribution 
by  Ruth  Farkas,  now  U.S. 
Ambassador  to  Luxembourg, 
‘‘had  a  chilling  effect  on 
Wyman’s  campaign.” 

J.  Joseph  Grandmaison,  the 
Nashua  native  who  directed 
Durkin’s  campaign,  said  the 
crucial  factor  was  that 
“people  wanted  a  change.” 

In  the  first  Durkin-Wyman 


contest,  an  unofficial 
355-vote  Wyman  margin 
turned  first  into  a  10-vote 
Durkin  victory  and  then  a 
two-vote  Wyman  triumph. 
The  Senate  refused  to  seat 
either,  investigated  for  seven 
months  and  then  agreed  to  a 
new  election  after  Durkin 
reversed  his  earlier  position 
and  called  for  one.

COLUMBUS,  Ohio  (AP)  - 
Bank  safety  deposit  boxes 
usually  hoW  jewelry,  money, 
old  coins  and  other  valuables. 
But  that’s  not  all.  Try  a 
cocktail  napkin,  old  birthday 
cards  or  a  pair  of  socks. 

Last  year,  five  deputy 
Franklin  County  auditors 
inventoried  1,325  boxes 
sealed  by  banks  after  the 
boxholder’s  death.  They 
found  everything  from  a  gold 
tooth  to  a  one-year  appliance 
warranty  which  had  expired 
40  years  before. 

One  box  served  its  owner  as 
a  lunch  pail.  The  inventory 
produced  small  jars  of 
mustard,  catsup,  relish,  salt 
and  pepper  shakers.  The 
boxholder  apparently 
brought  his  bag  lunch 
downtown  every  day  and  at 
noon  would  go  to  the  box  to 
season  his  meal. 

Deputy  Auditor  Harry  Fell 
says  many  of  the  boxes 
contain  cash,  and  $1,000 
seems  to  be  a  typical  sum. 

“But  we’ve  found  as  high  as 
$140,000  cash  in  a  box,”  he 
added. 

Silver  bars,  gold  nuggets, 
gems  and  jewelry  are  other 
common  items  found  when  a 
box  is  emptied. 

“There  are  no  two  boxes 
alike  unless  they’re  empty,” 
Fell  said. 

T  h  e  safety  deposit 
containers  can  take  anywhere 
from  10  minutes  to  10  hours 
to  inventory.  Fell  explained. 

Some  persons  keep  a  single 
box,  and  others,  especially 
coin  and  collectors  of  other 


Fell  said  every  item  in  one 
woman’s  box  had  a  note 
attached  detailing  where  it 
should  go  following  her 
death.  Every  piece  of 
furniture  in  her  home  —  and 
every  jar  and  bottle  in  her 
refrigerator  -  had  similar 
notes,  the  county  officials 
said. 

The  boxes  are  sealed 
following  the  boxholder’s 
death  until  the  contents  can 
be  inventoried  for  the  state 
taxation  department.  The 
survey  is  made  by  a  deputy 
county  auditor  with  a 
next-of-kin  or  authorized 
attorney  present.  Fell  said.

“1  want  to  head  out  of 
here,  crawl  off  by  myself  and 
unwind,”  the  31-year-old 
Pitts  said  Tuesday  after  he 
learned  that  final  action  had 
been  completed  on  a  pardon. 

“I  just  want  to  see  that 
pardon,”  said  Lee,  40. 

The  two  black  men  will 
walk  out  of  the  Florida  State 
Prison  at  Raiford  as  free  men 
on  Friday,  then  they  will  be 
whisked  into  seclusion  by 
supporters  who  fought  for  10 
years  to  free  them. 

“I  feel  a  bittersweet  sense 
of  great  joy  and  yet 
underlying  sorrow,”  said 
Public  Defender  Phillip 
Hubbart  of  Miami.  “Joy  at 
this  incredible  victory  after 
long,  hard  years  and  sorrow 
that  it  didn’t  come  sooner.” 

Pitts  and  Lee  were 
convicted  by  an  all-white  jury 
of  the  July  1963 
execution-style  murders  of 
service  station  attendants 
Jesse  Burkett  and  Grover 
Floyd  Jr.  at  Port  St.  Joe. 

They  had  confessed  to  the 
murders,  but  later  claimed 
that  they  were  coerced  and 
beaten  into  confessing. 


Sentenced  to  death  in  the 
electric  chair,  they  spent 
most  of  their  first  nine  years 
in  prison  confined  to  6-by-9 
foot  Death  Row  cells. 

Supporters  of  Pitts  and 
Lee,  including  Hubbart  and 
Pulitzer  Prize-winning 
reporter  Gene  Miller  of  the 
Miami  Herald,  embarked  on  a 
crusade  to  free  them. 

But  even  after  the  1966 
confession  by  white  convict 
Curtis  “Boo”‘  Adams  to  the 
Floyd-Burkett  murders,  the 
legal  struggle  to  free  Pitts  and 
Lee  was  not  over. 

The  two  won  a  new  trial  in 
1972,  but  were  convicted  a 
second  time  by  another 
all-white  jury  when  Circuit 
Judge  D.  R.  Smith  of  Ocala 
ruled  that  Adams’  confession 
was  inadmissable  hearsay 
evidence. 

Gov.  .Reubin  Askew  issued 
a  pardon  last  week  after  an 
18-month  investigation  of  his 
own,  but  under  state  law, 
such  a  pardon  must  be  signed 
by  the  governor  and  three 
Cabinet  members.

Windmill  making 
electricity  in  Ohio 


CLEVELAND,  Ohio  (AP)  —  Engineers  from  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  have  placed  a  giant, 
experimental  windmill  into  operation  after  indications  it  may 
be  a  practical,  supplemental  energy  source. 

Ronald  L.  Thomas,  head  of  the  wind  power  office  at 
NASA’s  Lewis  Research  Center  here,  said  preliminary  results 
of  studies  conducted  by  two  contractors  “look  very 
encouraging  ...  It  appears  that  windmills  have  the  potential 
to  be  a  practical  source  of  energy.” 

If  the  machines  being  developed  by  Lewis  Center  pan  out, 
you  may  see  huge,  twin-bladed  windmills  with  vanes 
spanning  190  feet  going  up  in  many  parts  of  the  country 
^  witlm  a  few  years. 

'"flibrhas  said  the  studies  beirig  done  by  General  Electric  K 
;  Co.’s  space  division  at  Valley  Forge,  Pa.',  and  Kaman 
Aerospace  Corp.  at  Bloomfield,  Conn.,  indicate  that  energy 
costs  will  run  “from  like  7  cents  a  kilowatt  hour  to  2  cents  a 
kilowatt  hour  for  sites  with  average  winds  of  12  to  18  miles 
per  hour.” 

That  isn’t  cheap,  Thomas  acknowledge,  “but  in  some 
places  it’s  going  to  look  good.” 

The  Edison  Electric  Institute  in  New  York  says  the  average 
kilowatt  hour  cost  from  conventional  power  sources  in  fiscal 
1975  was  3.05  cents  nationwide,  but  says  costs  vary  widely 
from  region  to  region. 

In  the  windmill  experiment,  the  2  cent  figure  at  18  m.p.h. 
sites  look  good,  Thomas  said,  “but  unfortunately  there  aren’t 
very  many  of  them.”  He  said  there  are  a  lot  more  sites  where 
winds  average  12  m.p.h. 

Thomas  noted  that  the  studies  are  based  on  building  wind 
turbines  in  quantities  of  100  to  1,000  and  using  presently 
available  technology. 

Improved  technology  and  quantity  production  could  lower 
costs  for  the  500  kilowatt  and  1,500  kilowatt  machines 
considered  in  the  two  studies. 

The  wind  turbine  which  Thomas  and  his  aides  are 
assembling  at  the  NASA  Plum  Brook  station  near  Sandusky 
will  have  vanes  spanning  125  feet  on  a  100-foot  tower.  The 
turbine  is  to  be  in  operation  by  October,  and  then  the 
technologist  will  start  work  on  a  storage  system. 

Storage  is  crucial  since  winds  are  pretty  fickle  in  most 
areas. 

Thomas  said  the  first  storage  systems  to  be  studied  in 
connection  with  the  500  kilowatt  wind  turbine  at  Plum 
Brook  will  be  batteries  and  a  thermal  storage  system. 

Thermal  systems,  uncommon  in  this  country,  are  used  in 
England,  he  said. 

Thomas  gave  this  description  of  the  workings  of  a  thermal 
storage  system.

An  Associated  Press  survey 
found  that  five  teams  are  on 
strike  or  on  the  verge  of 
striking,  seven  teams  are  dead 
set  against  a  strike  and  the 
other  are  undecided. 

Should  the  strike  spread 
into  the  regular  season,  the 
players  will  be  hurt 
financially  more  than  the 
owners,  at  least  for  the  first 
few  games.

The  average  player  would 
lose  about  $2,550  for  each 
game  he  misses.  Someone  in 
the  upper  bracket,  like  the 
Jets’  Joe  Namath,  stands  to 
drop  about  $30,000  a  game. 

The  owners  have  long 
claimed  that  they  are  lucky 
to  break  even  over  the  regular 
season  and  depend  on  the 
income  from  exhibition 
games  to  get  into  the  black. 


Now  that  the  pre-season  is 
over  it  would  not  be 
surprising  if  some  owners, 
many  of  whom  are 
independently  wealthy,  prove 
less  than  panic-stricken  at  the 
prospect  of  missing  a  game  or 
two. 

The  biggest  fly  in  the 
contract  ointment  concerns 
the  Rozelle  Rule.  When  a 
player  wants  to  move  to 
another  team,  he  plays  out 
his  option  for  one  year  and 
then  makes  a  deal  for  himself 
with  inother  team.  If  his  new 
club  and  his  old  club  agree  on 
compensation,  everything  is 
fine.  If  they  don’t  agree. 
Commissioner  Pete  Rozelle 
steps  in  and  decides  the  issue. 

Players  claim  this  prevents 
a  man  from  making  a  good 
deal  for  himself.  Owners  say 
it  is  vital  to  keep  balance  in 
the  league.

Last  Saturday  the  Cougars 
opened  their  1975  football 
season  with  a  last-minute  loss 
to  Bowling  Green,  23-21.

“Bowling  Green  used  the 
blast  against  us  quite  a  lot 


with  Preston  running  with  the 
ball,”  he  said.  “Most  Colleges, 
highschools  apd  pro  teams 
use  the  play  when  they  run 
out  of  the  1  formation.” 

The  blast  was  usually  run 
to  the  strong  side  (right)  of 
the  offensive  line  to  take 
advantage  of  the  tight  end’s 
blocking  ability. 

“What  we  are  trying  to  do 
is  double-team  the  tight  end 
down  on  the  defensive 
tackle,”  explained  Edwards. 
“Then  the  fullback  knocks 
the  defensive  end  or 
linebacker  out,  creating  a 
hole  for  our  tailback.” 

The  quarterback  will  hand 
the  ball  off  to  the  tailback 
deep  (four  or  five  yards 
behind  the  line  of 
,  scrimmage).  This  gives  the 
ball  carrier  room  to  make  a 
cut. 

“In  other  words,”  said 
Edwards,  he’ll  head  up  into 
the  hole,  and  if  it’s  there, 
he’ll  take  it.  If  not,  then

“Unreal,  just  unreal,”  echoed  Pittsburgh  battipg  coach 
Don  Leppert.  “You  know,  I  could  throw  batting  practice 
forever  and  not  have  a  guy  get  seven  straight  base  hits. 
Imagine  doing  it  in  a  game.” 

Yet,  the  24-year-old  Panamanian’s  feat  -  not  achieved 
since  Wilbert  Robinson  of  the  old  Baltimore  Orioles  did  it  in 
1892  —  did  not  particularly  stir  the  dressing  room  of  the 
Pirates,  who  are  notorious  for  their  batting  prowess  and 
dominance  of  the  National  League  Eastern  Division. 

Neither  were  the  Pirates  especially  excited  about  the  22-0 
margin  of  their  victory  over  the  Cubs,  the  most  lopsided 
shutout  in  modern  major  league  baseball  history. 

Stennett  was  happy  about  the  four  singles,  two  doubles 
and  skipping  triple  he  lashed  against  the  Cubs,  but  the  lithe 
young  infielder  recalled  wryly  his  last  visit  to  Wrigley  Field 
for  a  July  4  doubleheader. 

“I  got  hit  in  the  head  and  didn’t  play,”  he  said.

“I’m  just  not  used  to  it,’’  the  6-0, 
190-pound  junior  from  Boise,  Idaho, 
says.  “I  hate  to  lose  anything.” 

He  goes  on  to  explain  how,  while  he 
was  playing  at  Borah  High,  the  team 
only  lost  two  games  in  three  years. 
“Borah’s  been  state  champion  10  out  of 
the  last  15  years,”  he  says. 

in  little  league'  football,  it  was  the 
same  way.  “In  total.  I’ve  only  been  in 
about  five  losing  games  (not  counting 
college),”  he  continues. 

He  began  playing  at  the  age  of  nine. 

Blanc  says  he  has  been  thinking  a  lot 
about  losing  to  Bowling  Green  last 
Saturday,  23-21. 

Although  he  doesn’t  feel  like  the 
opening  defeat  has  hurt  the  Cougars’ 
chances  in  their  first  conference  game 
against  Colorado  State  this  week,  Blanc 
does  blame  himself  somewhat  for  the 
loss. 

“I  thought  I  was  down  before  the 
fumble.  I  feel  it  was  a  bad  call.  The  ball 
was  wet,  I  was  skidding  along  the 
ground,”  he  says.  “But  those  are  all 
excuses.  I  should  have  hung  on  to  the 
ball.” 

Bowling  Green  turned  the  fumble  into 
a  field  goal,  which  proved  to  be  the 
margin  of  victory.  “I  feel  like  I  let  the 
team  down,”  Blanc  says. 


longest  gain,  31  yards;  average,  five 
yards  per  carry;  one  pass  reception  for 
six  yards.  He  also  scofed  one  of  BYU’s 
touchdowns. 

Another  one  of  Blanc’s  attributes  is 
his  frankness.  “I’ve  always  said  what’s 
on  my  mind,  and  that’s  made  some 
people  feel  that  I’m  ‘cocky,’  ”  he  says. 

Before  the  Fiesta  Bowl  last  year,  to 
give  an  example,  Blanc  brashly 
predicted  a  BYU  victory,  and  said  he 
would  be  named  outstanding  player. 

When  the  game  was  over,  he  received 
personal  letters  from  people  in  Nebraska 
and  Colorado  asking  if  he  hadn’t  spoken 
a  little  hastily. 

“I  deserved  it,  1  guess,”  he  says.  “I 
was  just  young  then  and  now  I’m 
learning  to  control  it.”  Basically,  he 
explains,  his  habit  of  speaking  boldly 
comes  not  from  boastfulness,  but  from 
sincere  belief  in  what  he  says. 

And  he  has  a  few  things  to  say  about 
Colorado  State. 

“We’re  going  to  win,”  he  says.  “We’re 
going  to  get  some  revenge  for  last  year.” 
(With  six  seconds  left  in  last  season’s 
game,  the  Rams  scored  on  a  Gary 
Sheide  fumble,  forcing  a  33-33 
come-from-behind  tie.) 

“We’re  a  better  team  than  Colorado 
State,”  Blanc  says.  “They  had  better 
look  out.” 


“Their  line  is  basically  like  Bowling 
Green’s,”  he  said.  “But  their  linebackers 
are  better.” 

How  does  he  plan  to  evade  them;  “I’ll 
just  put  a  cut  on  them  and  go  around 
them,”  he  says,  adding  that  he’s 
changed  tactics  since  last  year.  “I  wasn’t 
making  that  many  cuts.  I  just  tried  to 
run  over  people.  Now  I’m  trying  to  go 
around  them  as  well.” 

Another  aid  in  eluding  Colorado  State 
tacklers  will  be  the  offensive  line,  Blanc 
said.  “Any  back  around  could  run  with 
them  to  block  for  him.  Brad  Oates, 
Orrin  Olsen  -  they’re  unreal.  Backs  are 
a  dime  a  dozen.  The  lineman  do  thi 
work.” 


‘Stronger  defense’ 

He  said  he  also  feels  that  the  defense 
will  be  stronger  in  the  game  this 
Saturday  at  Fort  Collins. 

“A  lot  of  those  guys  had  never  played 
in  a  college  game  before,”  he  said, 
pointing  out  that  the  defense  seemed  to 
“mature  as  the  game  went  on.” 

“We  will  have  a  real  good  team,”  he 
continues.  “Right  now  we  have  the  best 
offense  we’ve  ever  had,  more  balanced 
than  it  was  with  Sheide.  People  are 
underestimating  us,  and  they’re  going  to 
be  sorry.”

The  Neilsen  audience  estimates  also  made 
first-week  hits  out  of  four  new  shows— CBS’ 
“Phyllis”  and  “Switch”  and  ABC’s  “Starsky 
and  Hutch”  and  “When  Things  Were 
Rotten.” 

But  keep  in  mind  that  “premiere  week” 
ratings  don’t  assure  the  success  or  failure  of 
a  series.  Viewers  only  are  sampling  now  and 
it  may  be  a  month  before  viewing  patterns 
show  definite  trends. 

This  season,  18  new  series  began  their 


network  runs  during  “premiere  week.” 

'Fhe  newcomer  pulling  the  highest  Nielsen 
rating  was  “Phyllis,”  ranked  third  in  viewer 
popularity  of  all  network  programs  aired  in 
prime  evening  time  in  the  week  ending  Sept.

“We’ve  spent  a  fortune  to  get  rid  of  them 
and  there’s  noway,”  says  Roland  CeragioJ?,  .' 
superintendent  of  Outer  Drive  East.  “We 
put  a  new  chemical  in  ,  the  window-waSh 
solution  and  were  charged  for  a  dohble 
washing.  Tjiree  days  later  they  vyere  back  by 
the  hundreds.

sprayed  the  bottom  of  the  towers.  In  a 
high-rise  everything  has  to^be  done  off  a  ■ 
scaffold  and  we’ve  spenf  an  estimated 


$3SilK)0  a  year  just  to  wash  those  spiders 
out  pf  our  hair.” 

Ehiomologists  have  identified  the  insects' 
as  orb  weaver  spiders,  a  harmless  variety. 
They  say  they  ride  wind  currents  off  Lake 
Michigan,  set  up  housekeeping  on  windows, 
and  live  until  the  first  frost,  eating  gnants 
and  laying  eggs  in  crevices.  They  also  are 
sttracting  mud^dauber  wasps  who  are 
dirtying  up  terraces  with  their  mud  nests. 

Robert  de  Celles,  property  manager  of 
Lake  Point  Tower  which  has  an  automated 
window  washing  apparatus,  says  he  has 
returned  to  window-washers  and 
close^contact  sprats  to  kill  the  spiders. 

“We.  just  finished  a  scrubout  in  which  two 
men  with  steel  wool  spent  four  weeks 
scrubbing  spiders  and  eggs  and  cobwebs 
from  each  of  the  11,000  windows  in  the 
70-story  building,”  said  de  Celles.  “We  got 
rid  of  about  75  per  cent  of  them,  but  they’ll 
be  back.”

Ring  may  help  prevent 
accidental  gon  deaths 

SUNNYVALE,  Calif.  (AP)  -  A  simple  magnetic  ring  on 
the  finger  can  prevent  accidental  gunshot  deatjis  and  save 
policemen  from  being  shot  with  their  own  weapons,  its 
inventor  says. 

Joseph  E.  Smith  says  he  can  adapt  guns  so  tha|l:  it  would 
be  impossible  to  fire  them  unless  the  ring  were  bling  worn. 
He  said  the  safety  system  would  add  only  about  $25  to  the 
cost  of  a  new  gun. 

“I  got  the  idea  about  two  years  ago  when  1  read  of  a 
13-year-old  boy  being  killed  when  the  gun  he  put  up 
against  a  tree  fell  and  discharged,”  said  Smith,  who  has 
applied  for  a  patent  on  the  device, 

“This  ring  will  prevent  parents  from  accidentally  killing 
their  children,  children  from  killing  their  parents,  hunters 
from  shooting  themselves,  and  save  police  from  being  shot 
by  thugs  who  wrestle  their  guns  away,”  he  added  in  an 
interview  Tuesday. 

The  key  to  the  system  is  a  tiny  magnetized  bar  that  is 
installed  in  the  trigger  housing  behind  the  trigger.  When  the 
bar  is  in  the  center  position,  it  is  impossible  to  fire  the  gun. 

But  when  a  magnetic  ring,  made  of  rubber,  is  worn 
between  the  first  and  second  knuckle  of  the  trigger  finger, 
it  swings  the  bar  to  one  side  or  the  other,  permitting  the 
trigger  to  be  pulled.

Unlike  Turkish  and  some 
Asian  heroin,  which  is  white 
and  finely  granular,  “brown” 
is  chunky,  like  rock  salt.  Its 
color  comes  from  impurities 
that  remain  after  it  is  crudely 
refined. 

It  is  often  stronger  than  the 
white  variety.  “Brown  is 
best,”  addicts  say. 

But  doctors  say  withdrawal 
pains  from  “brown”  are  also 
more  severe  than  with  white. 

Heroin  addiction  declined 
from  about  630,000  in  1971 
to  570,000  in  1973,  the  DEA 
says.  Turkey  had  banned 
cultivation  of  the  poppy, 
from  which  most  of  the 
heroin  sold  in  the  United 
States  was  extracted.  But 
there  was  a  sharp  upturn  in 
1974,  swelling  the  total  to 
725,000  users,  the  DEA  says. 
And  agents  blame  “brown.” 

Although  law  enforcement 
techniques,  particularly 
Mexican  antidrug  efforts,  are 
rated  as  far  superior  to  those 
even  two  years  ago,  one  DEA 
estimate  puts  Mexican 
heroin’s  share  of  the  U.S. 
market  at  90  per  cent.
